His distraught son Calum rushed to 
the Cromwell Hospital in West 
London and returned there yester- 
day with other family members, 
including George's elderly father, 
Dickie. 

George's ex-wife Alex said she 
was praying for his recovery after 
doctors warned he is *extremely ill". 

But a source close to Best, 59, 
revealed that his family now fear the 
worst as he *has lost the will to live".

Police in the UK meanwhile want to 
quiz him over seven unsolved killings. 

Brave Cecilia, 39, refuses to be scared 
by King’s threats, which could help 
keep him in prison way beyond the 
sentence he was given for the murder 
of 17-year-old Sonia Carabantes. 

But in an exclusive interview with the 
Daily Star Sunday she said she wishes 
she could change her surname from his. 

She said: “I’m only married to that 
monster still because it costs money I 
don’t have at the moment to divorce. 

“The only good thing that’s come out 
of being his wife is our girl Sabrina.” 

In the 1980s King, born Tony 
Bromwich, was jailed for ten years for 


Yorks, at a south London nightclub. 

In 1997 the couple moved to Spain. 
They split three years later but kept 
in contact because Cecilia allowed 
him to see Sabrina. 

It was after one of those visits 
that she phoned Spanish police to 
say she thought King could be 
Sonia’s killer.

THE devastated family of 
supermum policewoman 
Sharon Beshenivsky were last 
night trying to come to terms 
with her murder. 


As police arrested five people in con- 
nection with the killing, it emerged 
that Sharon, 38, had been due to join 
her family on Friday evening for her 
daughter Lydia’s fourth birthday. 


Shortly before the celebration was due to 
start, she was shot in the chest as she 
attended an alarm 
call at a Bradford 
travel agency. 

Her husband Paul, 
42, her three children 
and two stepchildren 
are now inconsolable. 

Colin Cramphorn, 
Chief Constable of 
West Yorkshire, said 
yesterday: “Sharon 
was very proud of her 
family and they are 
devastated by their 
loss.” 

Sharon’s patrol 
partner, PC Teresa 
Milburn, 37, was also 
shot in the Friday 
afternoon incident. She is said to be 
“traumatised” by the murder of her 
fellow officer and friend.

Colleagues across the force moved swiftly 
into action and four men and a woman 
were arrested in London yesterday. 

It is thought they were still being 
questioned last night. 

Sharon, of Keighley, West Yorkshire, 
changed her job from childminder to 
police officer two years ago to try to 
protect the public from criminals like the 
ones who shot her.

Legend 
of radio 
dies, 77 


WRITER and broadcaster 
John Timpson died yester- 
day aged 77. 

The former BBC journ- 
alist passed away at the 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in King's Lynn, Norfolk, 
five weeks after his 42- 
year-old son Nick died 
suddenly. 

Timpson presented BBC 
Radio 4’s Today pro- 
gramme between 1970 and 
1986 partnering Jack De 
Manio, Robert Robinson 
and finally Brian Redhead. 

He also presented Any 
Questions for three years, 
and won a Sony Gold 
Award for outstanding 
services to radio in 1986. 


Jenny Abramksy, director 
of BBC Radio, who worked 
as a producer on the Today 
programme with Timpson, 
said he was one of radio's 
greats. 

She added: *His sense of 
humour and his humanity 
shone through in all his 
broadcasts." 

Kevin Marsh, the current 
editor of Today, said: "I 
admired him hugely and 
he represented everything 
the BBC stands for." 

Timpson was born in 
Middlesex in 1928 and 
began his career as a 
junior reporter on the 
Wembley News. He leaves 
a widow and one son.

HUNDREDS of asylum-seeking 
lraqis are queueing up on the 
other side of the Channel - all 
desperate to start a new life 
here in Britain. 


Thousands more are on their way. 
And a major Daily Star Sunday invest- 
igation has discovered that they will 
do anything they can to make it into 
this country. 

Last week it was revealed that most of 
the 20,000 Iraqi asylum seekers who had 
made it into Britain since the infamous 
Sangatte refugee camp closed in 2002 have 
had their applications to stay here turned 
down. 

The process of booting them out of the 
country is now about to start. 

But according to leaked Home Office 
documents there are many more massing 
across the Channel in France. 

We visited Calais and nearby Sangatte 
last week after the French interior 
ministry revealed a 14% increase in 
asylum seekers in recent months. 

And our reporter came face to face with 


the massed hordes, most of them Iraqis, 
who freely admit they are determined to 
get across to Britain — illegally if neces- 
sary — just for the benefits. 

Within minutes of arriving at the 
French port, we met two asylum seekers 
from Iraq. 

Azim, 20, and Ali, 18, had WALKED for 
six months from their home town of 
Suleimani to get to France. 

Now they are living rough on the streets, 
waiting for their chance - any chance - to 
get to England. 


Money 


And they vowed that they will get to the 
UK any way they can. But once they get 
here they do NOT plan to work. 

Azim said: “I don't want a job. France is 
very beautiful but they don't give me any 
money. 

*We hear that Britain is a wonderful 
place and we will be taken care of. 

*Eventually I want to be a student and 
learn. The British system of learning is 
one of the best in the world and I want to 
be part of that. 

*We will never give up on getting into
